•* pretty Scalasaig Hotel stands this lonely memorial of 
o bygone ages. Across the sound are seen the “ Paps of 
^ Jura,” while on Colonsay itself towers the pillar erected by 
^ the people to the memory of their distinguished fellow- 
x islander, Lord Colonsay, a well-known scion of the 
H MacNeill family. The pasturage of Colonsay is singularly 
£ rich, and the animals there reared always command a 
h good price. 
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
